Normal bus and streetcar op- 
erations of Public Service Co. 
were resumed early today on 


abandomment of the wildcat 
strike by a rump minority of the 
operating union. The strike was 
ended three days, virtually to the 
hour, after it had begun. 

There was no condition at- 
tached to the settlement and the 
bus drivers and motormen went 
back under the wages and work- 
ing conditions heretofore in ef- 
fect. They are counting on Gov. 
Forrest Smith, who seized the 
company Thursday midnight 
under the King-Thompson Act, to 
give them the 7-cent hourly wage 
increase and other benefits rec- 
ommended by a _ recent public 
hearing panel award. 

Action on this awaits new nego- 
tiations between the union and 
the’ company before Chairman 
Vance Julian of the State Medi- 
ation Board, the Governor's state 
agent in charge of the company. 
‘ Arrangements for the negotiations 
remain to be made. 

Julian announced he would 
consult the company and the 
union separately today in prep- 
aration for the new ons. 

Albanese a Peace-Maker. 

Acting Mayor Charles E. Alba- 
‘nese brought about the end of 
the strike by conversations start- 
ed yesterday morning and end- 
ing with a three-hour conference 
with ~e Pig od leaders last night. 
They were mov 
marily by the desire te. the 
serious inconvenience to the 
public, but that they also con- 
cluded that they were in the 
wrong legally. They were con- 
fronted by the state’s power un- 
der the King-Thompson statute. 

The rump group called in a 
lawyer about the same time they 
met with Albanese. The lawyer, 
Edward C. Donnelly, Twenty-third 
Ward Democratic committeeman 
and formef FBI agent, advised 
them to stop the strike and rely 
on the good faith of state and city 
officials to see that they got the 
panel award. 

Donnelly told the Post-Dispatch 
he did not believe the strikers 
were much concerned about the 
possibility of an injunction suit by 
the state to break up the strike. 
There had been indications at Jef- 
ferson City that Gov. Smith was 
considering some such action some 
time this week, but the Governor 
had taken no definite step. 

At Jefferson City today, Gov. 
Smith said the state’s action Sat- 
urday in shutting down the tran- 
sit business tightly, pending aban- 
donment of the strike, was shown 
to have been the proper approach. 
The Governor praised the regular 
union leaders, asserting that the

A soaking rain, which started | 
about noon Saturday and contin-" 


ued almost steadily through. the 
weekend, brought needed mois- 
ture to St. Louis lawns, flower 
gardens and golf courses and 
checked damage to parched trops 
in the area. 


A total of 3.10 inches of rain- 
fall was recorded in St. Louis 
since the rain began. The month 
thus became the wettest August 
since 1946, with precipitation so 
far of 3.42 inches. Normal for 
August is 2.99 inches.

KOREA AFTER WAR 


Security Council Meets 
Again — Malik Not Ex. 
pected to Modify Stand 


on War—French Chief 
to Speak.

six non-permanent members of 
the United Nations Security 
Council begin studies now for a 
postwar government of a free and 
unified Korea, informed sources 
said today. 

The proposal, advanced by Sir 
Benegal Rau, chief of the Indian 


delegation, has been discussed in- 
formally by the council ‘members. 


It may be proposed formally as 
@ resolution when Rau speaks in 
the Council later today. 

The Council began its eighth 


meeting under the presidency of 
Jacob A. Malik, chief Russian del- 
egate, this afternoon with little 
prospect that it could accomplish 
anything mofe to further the Ko-" 
rean war effort than it had been 
able to in the face of Soviet ob- 
structive tactics in every meeting 
since Aug. 1. 

Jean Chauvel, chief of thé 
French delegation, was scheduled 
to speak as soon as the Council 
heard a French translation of a 
47-minute speech which Malik 
made last.Friday. The transla- 
tion had been postponed by com- 
mon consent. 

The Indian proposal on Korea 
was one of two talked of amdng 
delegates. The other was a com- 
promise proposal, details of which 
were being kept a strict secret. 
On the question of admitting 
Communist China, a problem 
which has split the Council. since 
last January. 

Informed sources said India | 
would propose that the “little six” 
non-permanent members of the 
Council form a n to be- 
gin work “without further delay” 
on the future status of a free 
Korea. In its present nebulous 
form, the proposal drew favorable 
comment from ‘countries “neu- 
tral” in the between 
Russia and the United States. 

Before today’s Council session, 
United States delegate Warren R. 
Austin asked U.N. for its good 
offices in prevailing on the North 
Koreans to grant access to an 
International Red Cross observer 
Autin’s let-

oners of war. He notified U.N. 
that such steps have been taken 
in the unified command area. 


HAY FEVER SEASON 
LIKELY TO BE BAD; 
RAGWEED THRIVES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14 (UP)— 
Allergy experts are warning that 
this will be a tough hay fever 
season. 

Dr. Saul Malkiel, director of 
research at the Northwestern 
Allergy Laboratory, said weather 
conditions seem to have been fa- 
vorable for a good ragweed crop. 

ts more, no new drugs 
have been developed. 

Dr.. Malkiei said that hot, dry, 
sunny and windy weather which 
permits easy movement of pollen 
“spells misery” for most hay fe- 
ver sufferers. 

He said that while the pollen 
count may be as much as 75 per 
cent greater in the daylight 
hours, most victims have their 
greatest trouble at night, due to 
the body’s recumbent position 
and the cooling of air and body 
which stimulates nasal and bron- 
chial congestion. 

Dr. Malkiel and other scientists 
believe that one day an immuni- 
zation against allergy will be de- 
veloped.

NEW YORK, Aug. 14. (AP)— 
The Government charged today 
that the 11 convicted Communist 
leaders are backing Communist 
forces in Korea and elsewhere, 
and thus “should not be at large 


in this hour of national crisis.” 

United States Attorney Irving 
H, Saypol made public the Gov- 
ernment’s affidavit in support of 
its move to have the “American 
Politburo” members—now free in 
bail—jailed while their appeals 
are being considered by the 
courts. All have been found guilty 
of criminal conspiracy and sen- 
tenced to prison terms up to five 
years. 

Saypol accompanied his affida- 
vit with photostats of recent ar- 
ticles in the . Daily -Worker, 
Communist newspaper, assailing 
the United Nations action in Ko- 
rea and denouncing “American 
war-makers.” 


Treop Welfare Cited. 

The Daily Worker propaganda 
line since the Korean fighting be- 
gan, the affidavit said; “justifies 
the conclusion that, with the wel- 
fare and security of the United 
States and its armed forces at 


‘stake, appellants’ loyalty to the 


Communist forces in Korea and 
throughout the world is undivided 
and unquestioned. 

Saypol said the party leaders 
“are continuing to pursue the 
same course of conduct which led 
to their conviction” and “they 
should not be at large in this hour 
of national crisis.” 

One of the Daily Worker ex- 
hibits Saypol made public was a 
full-page article signed by three 
of the convicted leaders. It said 
in part: “Not a cent, not a gun, 
not a plane for Wall Street’s pup- 
pet regimes in Korea, Formosa, 
Vietnam.” 


Must Answer Thursday. 

The defendants must show 
cause in United States district 
court here next Thursday why 
they should not go to jail at once. 

Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath announced yesterday 
that the request was based on a 
Department of Justice affidavit 
which alleged that: “There does 
not exist any substantial question 
as to the judgment of conviction. 
. . and the defendants have 
pursued and, will continue to pur- 
sue a co of conduct and ac- 
tivity dangerous to the public 
welfare, safety and national se- 
curity of the United States.” 

The Communist leaders have 
been sentenced to prison terms 
and fines for conspiring to advo- 
cate forcible overthrow of the 
Government. All are free in bail 
except Eugene Dennis, general 
secretary of the American Com- 
munist party, who since has gone 
to jail for a year in Washington, 
D.C., for contempt of Congress. 

Saypol said the court papers 
were prepared “after study of all 
data on the current status of the 
case and the activities of the de- 
fendants—including FBI reports.” 
Saypol did yot disclose the con- 
tents of the reports. 

Cites None of Activities. 

The Justice Department in 
Washington, which first an- 
nounced the ba revocation 
move, would not eite any in- 
stances of the conduct. and activ- 
Hy of the defentlants alleged to 
be “dangerous.” 

The 11 Red leaders were con- 
victed last Oct. 14.. United States 
District Judge Harold R. Medina 
sentenced 10 of them to five 
years in prison, and fined all 11 
$10,000 each. Robert G. Thomp- 
son, New York state chairman of 
the Communist party, was given 
only three’ years in prison be- 
cause of his World War II record. 

In addition to Dennis and 
Thompson, those sentenced were: 
John B. Williamson, Jacob 
Stachel, Benjamin J. Davis Jr.; 
Henry Winston, John Gates, Irv- 
ing Potash, Gilbert Green, Carl 
Winter and Gus Hall. 


All the defendants except Den- ij 


nis have been free in bail rang- 
ing from $20, to $30,000 each 
or a total of ,000.

No Sign of Red Offensive. 
The early hours of Tuesday 
brought no sign of the big of- 
fensive indicated by a massing of 
six enemy divisions totaling per- 
haps 60,000 men on a 20-mile 
stretch of the west bank of the 
Naktong opposite Taegu. 

A late dispatch from United 
States Eighth Army headquarters 
in Korea said military leaders ex- 
pressed cautious optimism over 
the defensive situation on this 
second afifiiversary of the inde- 
pendence of the Korean Republic 
and fifth anniversary of the end 
of Japanese control. -The an- 
niversary had been heralded as 
the likely day for the start of the 
Communist offensive along the 
Naktong.

Thompson Act, was intended to 
prevent a strike, which the union 
otherwise would have undertaken 
officially at midnight Thursday. 
The company had refused to 
accept the hearing panel award, 
notably because the company ob- 
jected to making the wage in- 
crease retroactive to last Jan. 1. 
The union's officers sought vainly 
to prevent the strike and urged 
that it be abandoned. 


Thus the King-Thompson Act, 
while it did not prevent the wild- 
cat strike, served to avoid an out- 
right “official” strike and has 
resulted in getting service back 
on the streets. This law, bitterly 
opposed by the transit union and 
other labor, became effective not 
quite three years ago as a means 
of preventing work stoppage in 
public utilities. 


There was some traffic conges- 
tion today, and an unusually large 
volume of automobiles were driv- 
en downtown and elsewhere, be- 
cause many persons were unaware 
of the end of strike. Service 
by busses and streetcars was re- 
ported by the company as back 
to normal by 5 a.m, ¥ 


The situation was helped by the 
fact that the downtown stores 
were observing their usual Mon- 
day pattern of noontime opening. 
They will close, as usual, at 8:30 
o'clock tonight. 

Churchgoers Hampered. 

Churchgoers and amusement 
seekers were hampered by the 
lack of public transportation yes- 
terday, but the steady rain kept 
many indoors anyway. Saturday 
closing of many industrial and 
commercial establishments had 
reduced public inconvenience and 
there had been partial service 
Friday before the strike became 
fully effective. 

During the early morning hours 
the telephone and runners were 
used by the rump leaders, the 
union and the company to notify 
the operators. Some of the strik- 
ers required personal assurances 
from rump leaders or union offi- 
cers before they would believe the 
wildcat movement was ended. 


Loss of revenue in the three- 
day strike was estimated by the 
company roughly at $120,000 to 
$130,000, after allowing for some 
income from the partial service 
of Friday. It was anticipated also 
that today’s revenue would be be- 
low normal for a Monday, due to 
the heavy use of automobiles. 
Loss of pay for the strikers was 
roughly about $35,000 a day. 
Some of the men who worked Fri- 
day will be paid for that day.

I tried to flip 
grenades into one of our guns 
three times to wreck it but 
couldn’t get there. We had a lot 
of wounded so I had the boys 
turn over cook stoves and make a 
circle. They hid behind them, tike 
covered-wagon days. 
“Sure Was An Angel.” 

“What saved us was a kid with 
*Angel’ on his fatigues. Nobody 
knew his name, but he sure was 
an angel. He took a tank retriev- 
er and ran it back and forth, 
using the machine gun. I had 
other guys step fire up the hill. 
That kept them off. Then an 
American plane rocketed the 
gooks, and I had the boys run for 
it up a dry river. We got nine 
véhicles and 50 men out.” 

Others came in by ones and 
twos. 

Lt. George Gord of San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, and a sergeant took 
two other light tanks out. They 
came under immediate fire. 

“We must have killed 50 of 
them,” said Lt. Gord. 

“The sergeant stood up and 
kept firing the .50-caliher ma- 
chine gun.

NATION'S fighting forces cannot be any better supplied in war 

than supplies can be hauled and lifted to them by land, sea 

and air transport. The pipelines through which men and 

equipment flow to the war fronts are only as capacious and free- 

flowing as the railroad, shipping and plane facilities available to 
* 


them. : 


Today this country’s transport resources are better than in 
World War II, but they are not ready for action, and if full-scale 
war came suddenly the delay might be dangerous. 


The railroads: have greater car- 
rying capacity, more pulling pow- 
er, better tracks and roadbeds and 

“signal controls than they had be- 
fore World War II, according to 
their reckoning. 

They say they are ready to 

go in any emergency, but a 
congressional subcommittee of 
the Senate Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee does 
not accept their reckoning. The 
committee finds that the short- 
age of freight cars today is so 
serious that the carriers can’t 
efficiently do their peacetime 
job, let alone a war emergency 
effort. 

Shipping resources 
other kind of problem. 

There are more cargo vessels 
available than before the last war, 
but fewer passenger-type ships for 
carrying troops. Most of this 
merchant fleet, both cargo and 
passenger, is laid up in the moth- 
ball reserve. They are deteriorat- 
ing at varying rates, and shipyard 
_ facilities for restoring them to sea 
duty are in bad shape. 

Planes that would be available 
for wartime airlift operations, in- 
cluding civil and military trans- 
port. types, could not properly lift 
a single full division. Their car- 
rying capacity is hardly a quarter 
of what military leaders say is 
necessary to assure protection of 
outlying bases that might be as- 
saulted in a surprise attack. 

Shortage of Box Cars. 


Chief issue in the railroad dis- 
pute is the shortage of freight 
cars, and especially box cars. Dur- 
ing the last decade the railroads 
have spent seven billion dollars 
for capital improvements, with the 
result that diesel engines and new 
type freight cars have increased 
train speeds and carrying capac- 
ity. 
They say their potential carry- 
ing capacity is far greater today 
than they are using, and that they 
could swiftly expand operations 
with existing facilities. 

But after holding hearings for 
several weeks to determine the 
ability of the railroads to do their 
job, the Senate subcommittee es- 
timated that they needed 825,000 
box cars, whereas they had only 
705,106. The over-all shortage of 
all types of freight cars, the com- 
mittee found, was 134,000. 

In a letter to President Tru- 
man on July 28, Senator Francis 
J. Myers (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
wrote that the freight car inven- 
tory of the railroads was “grossly 
inadequate to handle the civilian 
traffic offered in peace time,” and 
said there was “a distribution 
shortage throughout the country.” 

The committee reported that 
the railroads were retiring freight 
ears faster than they were build- 
ing them. 

Carrying Capacity Increase. 


Railroad figures show a decline 
in equipment units, but their an- 
swer is that efficiency is up and 
carrying capacity has been in- 
creased by 11 per cent over 1939. 
They reported that in 1939 they 
had 1,737,000 freight cars; by the 
peak war year of 1944, 1,851,000 
cars; July 1 of this year they were 
down to 1,807,000. Their 35,701

locomotives July 1 compared with | 


43,564 in 1939, but total pulling 
power was greater, they assert. 

Thirteen million tons of new, 
heavier rail have been laid on bet- 
ter roadbeds since 1939, they say; 
centralized traffic control has 
been extended over 9600 more 
miles of track, and automatic 
‘block signals added over another 
11,000 miles. 

In a war transportation emer- 
gency, the railroads say they 
eould handle the bigger load 
without much new man power; 
but they warn they could not do 
the job with much less than they 
have now. 

In World War II they supplied 
85 per cent of the men in the 
Army transportation corps, which 
operated railroads in 15 foreign 
countries and Alaska. 

This time the railroads want 
protection against this personnel 
drain. That, and adequate steel 
allocations for repairs and opera- 
tions, should enable them to meet 
any new emergency. 

Many Ships Sold. 


The shipping story is more 
complex. Ships built during 
World War II give the nation a 
better backlog of cargo capacity 
than it had before the last war. 
Many of these left-over vessels 
have been sold cheaply to pri- 
vate American operators and 
then kept in service. 

The Marshall Plan, and its re- 


is down to five from a wartime 
peak of 100. 


A lack of high-speed tankers is 
regarded by Navy authorities as 
a serious deficiency of the Mer- 
chant Marine in the light of de- 
fense requirements. The Bureau 
of the Budget only last week 
turned down a Navy proposal to 
assist private oil companies to 
build twenty-five to thirty of 
these vessels by agreeing to lease 
them on long-term charters. The 
Navy regards the ideal fleet 
tanker as 24,000-dead-weight-ton 
ship able to move at 20 knots. 
Most large tankers average 16 to 
18 knots. 


Size of Merchant Fleet. 


As of this month, the American 
private and Government-owned 
merchant fleet, including active 
and reserve, totals 3700 vessels 
with a toal cargo capacity of over 
40,000,000 deadweight tons, and a 
total troop carrying capacity of 
600,000 men. 


Here is the breakdown: 


In the privately-owned mer- 
chant fleet, 1182 vessels totaling 
14,059,426 deadweight tons lift ca- 
pacity. They include 728 dry 
cargo and passenger vessels and 
454 tankers. Fifty-two more are 
active passenger ships totaling 
1,000,000 gross tons and having 
an estimated troop-carrying ca- 
pacity of 150,000 men. 


In the Government reserve 
(mothball) fleet, 2224 vessels, in- 
cluding 43 over-age cargo and 
passenger ships. Lift capacity of 
this fleet is 22,300,000 deadweight 
tons. It includes 2154 World War 
II cargo and passenger ships and 
275 troop ships with a carrying 
capacity of 350,000 men. 


Troop and Cargo Vessels. 
The military sea transportation 
service is operating about 250 
Government-owned troop and car- 
go vessels. Its 50 big troop trans- 
ports can carry about 100,000 
men. 

Besides these private and Gov- 
ernment-owned vessels under the 
American flag is the merchant 
fleet of Panama—fifth largest in 
the world—and those of Honduras 
and Liberia, all listed by the Navy 
as being on call in the event of 
war. 


Most of these ships are Ameri- 
can-owned. Two of them are big 
passenger liners. Four American- 
operated Italian passenger liners 
also would be available. All six 
of these passenger vessels carried 
American troops in the last war. 

Reactivation of the laid-up ships 
will be hampered by. lack of 
skilled shipyard workers, but a 
$20,000,000 program is being 
rushed through Congress to get a 
start on the job. One hundred 
and thirty-four vessels are to be 
restored, now that the Korean 
crisis is on. 


This program will help put idle 
shipyards in operation and will 
get the vessels in shape for what- 
ever turn the present emergency 
may take. Seventy-eight vessels 
already have been taken out of 
mothballs, including 12 trans- 
ports. , 

Many Ships Laid Up. 

The mothballed ships were laid 
up over varying periods of time 
since World War II, and the most 
recently laid up -will be the 
easiest to get into commission. 

The breakdown—343 ships have 
been laid up a year or less; 291 
from one to two years; 473 from 
two to three years, and 1202 from 
three to five years.

HE United States has given 

Russia a new and unmistak- 

able token of its determina- 
tion to fight the Korean wareven 
at the risk of open Soviet inter- 
vention. 


“A mission of American Air 
Force Superfortresses, in a strike 
on a North Korean city, slammed 
bombs so close to Russian Siberia 
—17 miles—that the distant rum- 
ble of the attack probably was 
heard across the border. 


This bombing mission to the 
North Korean port city of Najin 
was one of the most daring and 
delicate operations.of the war. 

The difference between putting 
bombs down on a North Korean 
target or, through accident and 
error in navigation, having them 
fall on Soviet territory was a mat- 
ter of about five minutes flying 
time for a big formation maneu- 
vering at a speed of more than 
three miles a minute. 


But there was an even greater 
calculated risk. How would Russia 
react to the appearance of Ameri- 
can planes, bombed and armed 
for combat, so close to its door- 
step? 

Plane Shot Down in April. 


There was this to remember: 
On April 8, before there was any 
shooting war anywhere and in a 
different part of the world, four 
Russian fighters shot down a 
United States Navy patrol plane 
over the waters of the open Bal- 
tic. This attack occurred more 
than 30 miles from the nearest 
Russian territory, in an area sup- 
posedly free to sea or air naviga- 
tion by any nation, and was made 
when the United States was at 
war with uo one. 


Moscow thereafter let it be 
known that more action of the 
same kind could be expected if 
foreign planes got too close to 
its iron curtain. 


Whatever the reason, there was 
no indication that the Soviet air 
force reacted to the Najin mis- 
sion. Information received here 
said nothing of the sighting by 
the bomber mission of non-Amer- 
ican aircraft. 


All operations in the Korean 
war presumably are carried by 
direction or approval of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s Far Eastern 
Command. It in turn receives its 
broad strategic directives from 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff here. 
The Joint Chiefs’ strategy is, of 
course, geared to the high over- 
no eed defined at diplomatic 
evel. 


Sanction of Policy Makers. 


Thus it must be assumed the 
decision to carry the air war to: 
the very edge of Russian territory 
has the sanction of top policy- 
shapers. ; 


The reason for hitting Najin 
seems to have been based on solid 
military grounds. It is a rail cen- 
ter and port town through which 
North Korean supplies and rein- 
forcements have been moving. 
During recent weeks the enemy 
has been moving men and ma- 
teriel southward along the coast- 
line in a series of short water 
hops, using small coastal steamers 
and other craft and moving usual- 
ly by night. 

Tae B-29s during the last seven 
weeks have pretty well worked 
over profitable strategic targets 
in Korea. Oil refineries and some 
manufacturing centers have been 
plastered often and heavily. With 
these targets at least temporarily 
scratched, the bombing program 
called for shifts to other smaller 
but important strategic targets— 
such as Najin.

Schedule for H-Bomb Faster 
Than It Was for Atomic Bomb

NEW YORK, Aug. 14 (AP)— 


HE hydrogen bomb is running a faster schedule than its prede- 
cessor A-bomb. Calling in the DuPont company to do much the 
same job for H-bombs as for A-bombs shows the difference. For 


H-bombs the DuPonts were called in six months after President Tru- 


man’s starting order last January. 


not called for several years. 


For A-bombs the Du Ponts 
made plutonium, a new metal. For 
H-bombs they evidently will make 
tritium, a new hydrogen gas, triple 
ordinary weight. 

It took about two-and-a-half 
years to manufacture plutonium. 
Tritium might come faster be- 
cause the process is similar. Plu- 
tonium manufacture was begun 
before it was certain that A-bombs 
could be made, and tritium may 
start with the same uncertainty. 

Tritium is probably the most 
expensive substance ever made in 
quantity. The .only published 
estimate of cost is nearly $450,- 
000,000 a pound. | 

Why Tritium Is Used. 
Why use tritium? There are 
two other forms of hydrogen, 
deuterium which is double weight, 
and ordinary. Deuterium, known 
as heavy water, is not very ex- 
pensive. Ordinary hydrogen is 
dirt cheap. 

All three produce heat enough 
to form a bomb by fusion to form 
helium atoms. Ordinary hydrogen 
can’t be used because it fuses too 
slowly. Bomb fusion must take 
place within a few millionths of a 
second. Deuterium is fast, per- 
haps fast enough. But tritium is 
faster. 

The margin of success is so nar- 
row, a matter possibly of billionths 
of a second, that tritium may be 
even more of a must for the 
H-bomb than plutonium was for 
A-bombs. 

Tritium is made in the same 
atomic reactors that make pluto- 
nium. Present reactors can make 
80 pounds of plutonium for one 
pound of tritium, and the pros- 
pects of speeding up the new 
hydrogen are poor. 

A good guess is that H-bombs 
will not be made entireiy of this 
precious stuff. A little tritium 
may be the catalyst that will en- 
able the use of cheaper forms of 
hydrogen. 


Vast Resources Needed. 


The industrial resources needed 
to make much tritium are so 
great that scientists have said 
H-bombs may weaken the United 
States, by interfering with mak- 
ing more essential weapons. Even

Tritium was discovered short- 
ly before World War II. Small 
amounts have been made in 
American plutonium plants.

The simplest process uses deu- 
terium as a starting material. But 
what process will be used, or 
whether it is even one of the 
seven known, is a secret. 

Oldest Nuclear Bombs. 
Making a hydrogen bomb may 
be difficult, but it is not mys- 
terious. H-bombs are the oldest 
nuclear bombs. All the scientists 
in the world knew the principles 
of hydrogen bombs long before 
such a thing as an A-bomb was 
ever dreamed of. This hydrogen

On the one side, in Long Island, 
is the Russian delegation to the 
Security Council of the United 
Nations. On the other side, on 
most questions, are the other cur- 
rent members of the Security 
Council—the United States, Brit- 
ain, France, 
Norway, Cuba, Ecuador, Egypt, 
India and Yugoslavia. More and 
more Russia tends to vote alone 
as if everybody was out of step 
but Ivan. (On a few questions 
Yugoslavia and India have sided 
with Russia, or have abstained, 
but increasingly the Russian in- 
transigeance is failing to win 
friends or. influence delegates). 

This is the month of Malik in 
the U. N., dedicated unwittingly 
to Jacob A. Malik, who ranks 
not too far below Comrades 
Stalin and Molotov when it comes 
to directing foreign affairs.

The 
meaning of the name Malik is 
more obscure, but the free and 
easy translation heard around 
Lake Success is mallet. “Mallet- 
head” Malik, they call him, and 
indeed he has the drive, the 
strength, the persistency, the hu- 
mor and subtlety of a mallet. 
What he can’t achieve by logic 
and facts, he attempts to put 
across by endless repetition, by 
constant pounding on the party 
line. 


Walked Out Jan. 13. 


In Comrade Malik, we ha¥e an 
interesting example of Com- 
munist propaganda at its best and 
worst. 


Malik walked out of the Secur- 
ity Council, never to return, on 
Jan. 13 because he disagreed with 
the then chairman of the Council. 
Surprisingly, he walked back in 
on Aug. 1 and he’s still there, for 
the rest of the month at least. 
The reason he walked back was 
that, under the Council rotation 
system, the chairman for August 
was slated to be the Russian dele- 
gate, and delegate Malik felt he 
could get along better with Chair- 
man Malik than with anyone else.

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Two. Strikes Continue 

‘Thanks principally to the efforts of Acting 
Mayor Charles E. Albanese and the final realiza- 
tion by the rump group in the streetear and bus 
operators’ union of the seriousness of their de- 
fiance of the law, St. Louis has public transpor- 
tation again today. 

But there are still two strikes in progress in 
the affair. One is the strike against the people 
by the Public Service Co., which still is refus- 


ing to meet its responsibility to provide trans — 


portation and grant the operators the retroactive 
wage increase recommended by a public hearing 
panel appointed under the King-Thompson Act. 

The other is the strike of Gov. Forrest Smith 
against the union. He should have put the wage 
increase into effect when he seized the transit 
system last Thursday night. Now that the op- 
erators are back at work, there can be no jus- 
tifiable excuse for not giving them the 7-cents- 
an-hour raise. 

The continuance of those strikes, and the. fact 
that the operators’ wildcat strike did occur, 
emphasize the need for corrections in the King- 
Thompson Act. The act did help bring the men 
back to work, but it did not prevent. transporta- 
tion here from being disrupted for three days. 

What is needed is realistic amendment to the 
act to make sure that the company, no more 
than the union, can deprive St. Louisans of their 
transportation. The company has thumbed its 
nose at the public hearing panel's award. The 
Legislature has the duty of providing adequate 
penalty for a similar occurrence in the future. 

The Legislature also has the responsibility of 
making sure that if a utility has to be seized by 
the State again, the seizure works no undue. 
hardship on the employes or on the people of 
the state. Thus far Gov. Smith and Vance Jull- 
an, nominal head of the company under State 
operation, have declined to exercise any real 
authority in the operation of the company. 

The result is that seizure promises to be a 
bonanza for the company. The modest wage 
increase recommended has not been put into 
effect. Any accident damage claims and license 
fees may have to be borne by the State instead 
of the company. 

All this gives the management of the Public 
Service Co. a vested interest in forcing Stat 
seizure. No adequate recompense is provided 
for removal of the union’s right to strike. These 
serious inequities need to be corrected. State 
seizure of a utility should be made as serious 
an affair for a company as it now is for a un#en. 
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Taft Takes the Wrong Tack 

Senator Taft has drawn the lines for his at- 
tempt to amend the economic controls bill. He 
has had singular success up to now in reshaping 
Truman legislation to suit his own austere de- 
signs. But he is on weak ground in this case 
because he is out of tune with the people. 

What the people fear is that President Tru- 
man, a master politician in an election year, 
may not impose price and wage controls soon 
enough and firmly enough to check inflation. 

What the Ohio Senator fears is that President 
Truman may impose too many controls too fast 
and too firmly. Therefore he wants to knock out 
of the bill the discretionary authority it now 
gives the President. He would have Congress 
reserve to itself the right to say when controls 
shall go into effect. 

The trouble is that members of Congress are 
also politicians, and most of them are running 
for re-election this year. The people fear that 
Congress, too, may fail to impose controls soon 
enough and firmly enough to check inflation. 

That is why the Post-Dispatch has advocated 
an immediate freeze by act of Congress. The 
next best solution would be to provide that the 
President shall impose general price and wage 
controls whenever the cost of living reaches a 
certain point above the pre-Korean invasion 
level. | 

If Senator Taft really wants to succeed in re- 
writing the controls bill, he ought to get behind 
this sort of amendment. He would have with 
him the great majority of worried Americans 
who fear an inflationary squeeze when the new 
defense program starts rolling. 
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ABCs in the Precincts 


Illinois Republicans have been putting on a 
traveling school for precinct workers. Repre- 
sentativeg of the national and state committees 
went through the 13 downstate congressional 
districts carrying the slogan “For victory—work 
your precinct,” and teliing the locals how to do 
it. One item on the program was a skit designed 
to illustrate the precinct worker’s approach to a 
voter’s family. 

This sort of thing is all very well, but we have 
a suspicion that it’s based on the notion that the 
Republicans have been losing elections because 
they didn’t get out the vote. We also suspect 
that not once at any session of the precinct 
‘workers’ school was anything said about the 
need for Republican voters to take control of 
their party away from the crusted fogies who 
generally govern the selection of its candidates 
and programs. 

Having the 1948 election in mind, the very 
first lesson to be tacked up on the blackboard 
for Illinois precinct workers should be: “Don’t 
let yourself be saddled with candidates like 
Dwight Green and C. Wayland Brooks.” 
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For Universal. Military Training 
Six weeks of impenetrable silence in Washing- 
ton on the subject of universal military training 
finally have been broken. At last somebody in 
the Pentagon spoke up and reported that a bill 
calling for it was being drawn up. He was 
greeted by a howl of protest from Capitol Hill. 
It looks as though the real reason for the op- 
position is that this is August, less than three 
months before the November elections. Indeed, 
a White House spokesman said no action would 
be sought at this session of Congress. | 
Why not, if not the elections? The opposition 
claims the nation has neither the trained mill- 
tary manpower nor the money necessary to put 
universal military training into effect. Those 
reasons look like the rankest kind of subterfuge. 
The money is available all right, if Congress 
would only bestir itself and get it. And as for

Two facts stand out as the defense of the U.N. 
position in Korea enters its eighth week. The 


political attack and counter-attack rises higher. 


All signs,poiiit-¢o a mighty effort on the part 
of the invaders frdm.above the thirty-eighth 
parallel to push the Americans and other defend- 
ers off the southeast tip of Korea very soon. It 
may be only a matter of days before we will 
know whether the brave troops under Gen, Wal- 
ker will be able to resist the manpower and 
arms thrown against them. The most critical 
hours of the war thus far may be just ahead. 


When the situation is so dangerous, with so 
many lives at stake, politics as usual is a sick- 
ening ‘spectacle. Yet that is what we have. 

The Truman Administration is shying away 
from the inevitable course which its leaders 
know is needed now. Many in the opposition 
party are no more eager to put controls into 
effect because they think members of Congress 
who vote for ceilings for prices and wages will 
pay a penalty at the polls in November. 


Hesitation on the part of the Administration 
in the exercise of leadership, however, in no 
way justifies the petty, cheap complaint of some 
Republican Senators that the United States 
should have been ready for this attack. Assume 
that we should have been. Could we have been 
ready without the voting of much larger defense 
sums by Congress? Could we have been ready 
without keeping many more men in combat 
training for the last five years? 

The Republicans no more than the Democrats 
—and that means no more than the people as 
a whole—wanted to face up to the stern real- 
ities and the bitter probabilities. 


Criticism there should and must be, but it 
should be fair and constructive and it should 
make a point from which we will gain. This is 
no time for the pot to call the kettle black. 
The G.O.P. statement, signed by Senators Lodge 
of Massachusetts, Smith of New Jersey, Wiley 
of Wisconsin and Hickenlooper of Iowa, tries to 
fix responsibility for the loss of China. Chairman 
Connally of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee tries to turn it back. The average citi- 
zen reads election politics into both sides. 


All the while Americans are fighting and dying 
for the peace of the world half way around the 
globe. If democracy is worth what we are put- 
ting into Korea, it is worth a better demonstra- 
tion in Washington. How about getting it? 
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More Reason to Investigate 

Speaking as a member of the Missouri State

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Protecting the Speculators 


A coalition of Republicans and Southern 
Democrats in the House beat the Administra- 
tion’s request for authority to curb speculation 
in commodities, and it was the same forces that 
watered down the Administration’s proposed 
restraints on real estate credit. 

We hope both actions will be reversed in the 
Senate. The dangers of inflation arising from 
the defense effort are so real that half-measures 
are not enough to deal with them. 

On the initiative of Representative Wolcott, 
Michigan Republican, the House limited to new 
construction the authority it gave the President 
to curb real estate credit. This was a notable 
victory for the real estate lobby. If the decision 
stands, new home building will be discouraged 
while speculators and profiteers remain free to 
bid up the prices of existing houses, and to do 
it with borrowed money. 

The vote to protect the commodity speculators 
was 198 to 194, with 120 Republicans and 78 
Democrats making up the majority. The vote 
to protect the real estate speculators was 202 to 
188, with 140 Republicans and 62 Democrats 
making up the majority. 

This country faces an emergency, and the 
control of inflation is vital to the successful sur- 
mounting of it. When the people are asked to 
meet the emergency by paying heavier taxes 
and sending their sons to war, it is a shocking 
dereliction to exempt real estate and commodity 
speculators from the general sacrifice.

Members of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature, with few exceptions, are danger- 
ously cynical over the Donlan bill for a 


“little Dies Committee” in this state. 


Most of them simply take the supine 
position that “you just can't be recorded 
against anti-Communist legislation” and 
hope to be re-elected. 


If that is to be the prevailing mood of 
the State Senate when it takes up the 
measure which flashed through the House 
190 to 19, God help the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. It would mean that 
anything could get by just so it had an 
anti-Communist tag. 


The citizens of this Commonwealth can 
be thankful for the 19 men who had the 
courage, statesmanship, and genuine 
Americanism to vote against the order in 
the House. 


Some of the handful of Democrats among 
them—most notably Floor Leader Robert 
F. Murphy of Malden—no doubt felt un- 
der the circumstances that they were risk- 
ing their whole political careers. That took 
courage—to so stand for a principle basic 
to the American way of life. 


The Colony Knew 


What ig the principle? It is a curious 
commentary on the hysteria of the moment 
that any citizen of Massachusetts, of all 
places, should have to ask that question. 
For it was just a bit over 170 years ago 
that the Massachusetts Bay Colony was 
overrun by snooping agents of a foreign 
king, aided and abetted by disloyal Tories. 

Invasion of private rights became a com- 
monplace. Reread the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence to refresh your memory. 

To be held up to ridicule, to be spied 
upon and molested in one’s private life 
without the protection of laws and a re- 
spected judiciary—that was life under the 


infamous. George III in this very city not 
even two centuries ago. 

Out of such harassment came our fight 
for liberty, our state and national Consti- 
tutions, and the Bills of Rights which 
crown their greatness as immortal docu- 
ments. 


To protect innocent citizens from un- 
necessary torment is not to protect Com- 
munists or to aid Communism. To make 
sure that the rights and reputations of 
individuals are secure against political 
whimsy and showmanship is, on the con- 
trary, one of the most sacred obligations 
of law makers in this free country. 


Who Would Be Next? 


If the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
can today set up a snoop committee to 
ferret out Communists and “red front or- 
ganizations” it can in another day set up 
such a committee to expose Republicans, 
“Fascists,” Democrats, or some other 
group momentarily unpopular with the 
voters. It is the principle which is vital 
and, once abused, not easily restored to 
the pinnacle where it belongs. 

This business, as we have said before, 
is the proper responsibility of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. It has been pro- 
vided augmented forces to do the job. We 
are satisfied after personal investigation 
that such committees, in the opinion of 
the FBI, are more hindrance than help. 

We sincerely trust that the Senate, at 
least, will remember in voting on this 
issue, why it was that a little group of 
free men of this Commonwealth dared 
170 years ago to battle the legions of a 
foreign king. 

The principle ig just as sound, just as 
sacred today. When it is no longer so 
held in high esteem, we might just as 
well settle for the methods of a George III 
or the NKVD.

WHITE WITCH DOCTOR Louise A. Stinetor?. (West 
minster Press, 276 pgs., $3.00.) 

Here is a book refreshingly uncomplex 
and idealistic in content. Readers who 
have been wondering if, after all, virtue 
is its own reward, will find that the old 
rules still. hold true in “White Witch 
Doctor,” the pleasant and simply-written 
novel of a middle-aged, middle-western 
spinster who invades the Belgian Congo 
with a nurse’s kit and a high-minded de- 
sire to help her fellow men. 

There is amazi little preaching in 
“White Witch Doctor,” although it was 
written by a missionary about a mission- 
ary. Ellen Burton is introduced to us as 
a woman nearing 40 who devoted much 
of her life to her parents, brothers and 
sisters. She had always wanted to go to 
Afrig to work and when her lack of 
qualifications was. pointed out she took 
off to the Belgian Congo, paying most of 
her own expenses. 

There she accomplished major miracles 
with medicine and scalpel—teaching her- 

self surgery from a 
set of medical books 
left by her. prede- 
cessor. She bought a 
gun and learned to 
. shoot well enough so 
‘that she provided 
meat for the entire 
settlement where she 
worked. She saved a 
Negro baby from 
death and came to 
regard him almost as 
her own son. 

The reader may 
have the feeling, 

Louise Stinetor# a Rag read om 
this before somewhere, but he won't mind 
reading it again, so unpretentious has the 
author been and so sincere’in the message 
she wants to convey. The book reads like 
an autobiography and has a friendly per- 
sonal appeal. Miss Stinetorf is frank about 
her literary shortcomings, commenting, for 
example, “I am not going to describe the 
Congo. It has been done before, many 
times, by those more skilled with words 
than I.”

Undoubtedly Herr Grotewohl 
Was speaking on _ instructions 
from Moscow, and what he says 
fits exactly the Soviet doctrine— 
1950 model—-as it was first out- 
lined by Mr. Gromyko at the be- 
ginning of July and as it is now 
being developed and pounded 
home by Mr. Malik at Lake Suc- 
cess. When we translate it into 
our own terms, what the Russians 
have been saying since they set 
off the Korean explosion is that 
civil war, not international war, 
,is the instrument of Communist 
expansion. 


To Be Taken Seriously. 


There is good reason, I think, 
to take seriously this definiation 
of Soviet policy. In the present 
circumstances the Soviet Union 
stands to gain much from the 
civil wars. On the mainland of 
Eastern Asia—in China, in‘ Korea 
and in Indochina—nothing pre- 
vents a sweeping Communist vic- 
tory except British, French, and 
American military intervention. 

On the other hand, an interna- 
tional war is a bad risk for the 
Soviet Union as it is for everyone 
else. It is certain that the Soviet 
Union could not win the war, in 
the sense of defeating the United 
States, and it is certain that, even 
if we could not defeat Russia, we 
would inflict deep and wide dam- 
age. Therefore there is reason to 
think that Mr. Malik is disclos- 
’ ing the real Soviet policy of the 
present time—which is to expand 
wherever local Communists can 
be helped to win a civil war that 
does not involve Russia in a war 
with America. 

This hypothesis, if it is correct, 
supplies the answer to one of the 
glaring gaps in the accepted 
theory of the defense of the At- 
lantic nations. To rearm Western 
Europe will take from two to four 
years. While Europe is being re- 
armed, it is defended by the Amer- 
ican guarantee which presumably 
deters the Soviet Union from seiz- 
ing Europe before it is rearmed. 


No Lull in Prospect. 


Soviet Unfon would be doing dur- 


accumulate a stockpile of atomic 
bombs. No doubt it will be work- 
ang to do that. But much as I 
— the measures to strengthen 
Europe, the theory of the long 
lull while the race of armaments 
goes on and on has always seemed 
to me not the way things happen 
in this world. 

But now, with the help of the 
Gromyko-Malik statement of Sov- 
jet policy and Herr Grotewohl’s 
pronouncement, I think we can 
see that there is not going to be 
a lull while the race of arma- 
ments is being run. What is most 
likely to happen is that as we be- 
come more and more deeply en- 
gage in the Far East, subversive 
and insurrectionary movements 
will develop against us and against 
the governments we sponsor and 
protect in Western Germany and 
in Japan. . 

A full-scale offensive like that 
launched by the North Koreans 
could not be launched by the 
East Germans without involving 
the Soviet Army from the.begin- 
ning. If the Gromyko-Malik defi- 
nition of present Soviet policy 
means anything, this is unlikely. 
Stalin will probably continue to 
act, as he did in the World War, 
on the orthodox military prin- 
ciple that the commander who 
can wait the longest to commit 
his reserves is likely to win .the 
battle. But short of open mili- 
tary aggression in organized for- 
mations there are, in Herr Grote- 
wohl’s ominous words, “other and 
more concrete forms” in which 
the struggle can be waged. 


German Police Needed. 


/ 

They range all the way from 
sabotage and underground resist- 
ance to insurrectionary strikes 
and guerrilla action. If, as Grote-} 
wohl so plainly threatened, the 
armies of occupation are to be 
treated as illegal and hostile 
forces, a very difficult time may 
well be ahead of us. For in the 
act of defending ourselves we 
may find ourselves fighting Ger- 
mans. In protecting Western 
Germany, which is unable to pro- 
tect itself even against bands and 
agents from Eastern Germany, we 
would be advertising the fact that 
the Western German state is not 
independent. 
The practical conclusion to be 
drawn from all this is, I believe, 
that measure adequate to enable 
the Germans themselves to sup- 
press insurrection and to police 
themselves against sabotage and 
subversion are of the first im- 
portance to the security of Europe 
and to the prevention of a great 
war. 
These measures will not be easy 
to take, involving as they must, 
if the Germans are to support 
them, an agreement with the Ger- 
man nation as to its place in 
Europe and its mission in the 
world. This will be harder to do 
than it will be to rearm Western 
Europe, and it will require a 
higher form of statesmanship 
that the armament program itself.

The Sorry ‘Story of Manganese 


the deficiencies to public view. 


per, manganese, tin 
the totals give no 
comfort at all. In some instances 


of the early 
years of World 
War II when 
raw material de- 
ficiencies 
caused such har- 
rowing concern 
as Nazi subma- 
rines sank 
American cargo 
shi almost at 
will. 

In view of this, it is astonishing 
to discover a behind-the-scenes 
dispute in which the same old 
forces seem to be dragging an- 
chor. The dispute is over man- 
ganese, one of the scarcest metals 
and one that is absolutely essen- 
tial. It is the “cement” that must 
go = every bit of steel that is 
made. 


The only country in the world 
with large known deposits of 
high-grade manganese is Soviet 
Russia. In the past a considerable 
share of our imoprts has come 
from Russia. But in the past two 
years this has been reduced to a 
trickle. 


That has made it imperative to 
develop new sources of supply. A 
group of engineers - promoters 
came to Washington to urge de- 
velopment of manganese deposits 
their company had staked out in 
New Mexico. They were not ask- 
ing for Government loans or aid. 
But they did want a contract from 
the Government agreeing in ad- 
vance to buy the ore they pro- 
duced at a sufficient price. 


Because the New Mexican dé- 
posits are not so rich as the ore 
imported from Russia, the pro- 
cessing cost is naturally higher. 
The independent company pro- 
posed to install a processing fur- 
nace—these are in surplus left 
over from World War IIl—at 
Deming, N.M., to do the job. 


More Precious Than Gold. 


It would seem to have been a 
natural in view of the acute 
shortage of a metal that is in 
reality more preciousethan the 
gold hoarded in Fort Knox. But, 
just as in World War II, the com- 
pany’s representatives in Wash- 
ington found officials either 
strangely reluctant or, in some 
en deliberately obstruc- 

ve. 

They became convinced that 
this was due to the influence of 
the world steel cartel which has 
long dominated the manganese 
picture. The United States Steel 
Corporation had pushed the de- 
velopment of a manganese proj- 
ect in the gold coast of Africa. 
This was a high producer. But in 
the first months of World War II 
only five out of 100 shipments 
escaped German subs, according 
to one report. 

The mysterious dragging of 
feet continued. The Bureau of 
Mines “lost” a report on the ex- 
tent of the manganese deposits 
in the southwest. Secretary of 
Commerce Charles Sawyer was 
\\ urging development of manganese 
in Brazil.

Churchill had warned there is

' The Assembly subcommittee on 
security scheduled afternoon and 
‘evening meetings to map a master 
plan for consideration by the in- 
dividual West European govern- 
ments. The council’s recommenda- 
tions are not binding on member 
‘governments. 

Leon Maccas, Greek Minister of 
Marine, said he would propose 
immediate direct consultations 
between the security group and 
the European governments. He 
‘said there still was a _ strong 
‘sentiment in favor of naming 
Churchill European Defense Min- 
ister despite the wartime British 
Prime Minister’s statement that 
he was not a candidate.

times more casualties in an hour 
than all the heroic American sol- 
diers who have fallen along the 
Korean battlefront... . 
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trucks, and other special gear 
necessary for heavy duty. These 
alterations would be very costly 
to make. 

Water transport will continue 
to bear the brunt of moving 
troops and equipment into ad- 
vanced combat areas abroad if 
war comes. But as the nation’s 
commitments beyond its conti- 
nental borders expand, the time 
may come when swift transport 
by air of some units will become 
a dire necessity. 

In order to prepare for that 
day, legislation has been intro- 
duced in Congress looking to the 
development of commercial cargo 
carriers that can be adapted 
quickly to troop transport in the 
event of war.

Hardwood Floor Cracks.

hardwood floors in your home

ITH Chicago full of Marxes 
W and Schoenbergs, common 

sense called for a house large 
enough to cover them. Minnie 
shopped about gingerly, made 
darting forays into neighborhoods 
obviously too genteel for thfs or- 
der of carnival, and settled on 
4512 Grand boulevard.
